J . L. Pace,

Warden J . L. 
Pace, of the xMis- 
souri penitentiary,will in a few days 
submit his biennial 
report to the 
state board of prison inspectors, 
who will transmit it to the general 
a ssembly. 
'I'lie repoit is the first 
that Col. Pace lias rnade, and it is 
full of interesting matter concerning 
the sta te’s great penal institution, 
which is now one of the largest in 
the world. 
He makes many sug g es­ 
tions as to improvements needed at 
the institution. 
Among other things 
he says: 
During the last year and a half 
an immense power house, with four 
boilers of 375 horse-power ea ch,ha s 
been erected and put in successful 
operation. 
This plant furnishes the 
necessa ry steam power for all the 
factories and state buildings co n ­ 
nected with the prison. 
It has been 
built with small 
cost, and by a 
switch from the main line of the 
Missouri ]\îcinc railway the prison 
is enabled to unload coal at its 
doors without extra handling. 
There were in the penitentia ry on 
December 31, 1892, 1,644 males and 
,5 females; 
December 
2r, 
1894, 
2 , 129 males and 62 females, an in­ 
crease of 29 per cent in two years. 
In view of the crowded condition 
of the prison, on a ccount of lack of 
cell room, it is deemed advisable 
for the legislature to make an a p­ 
propriation for the ereciiori of at 
least one commodious cell Imilding. 
There are only 1,030 of the* con­ 
victs contra cied tor, leaving several 
hundred idle after a full allowance 
for prison help. 
The warden asserts that he be­ 
lieves the contra ct system the best 
and only cne to save the tax payers 
a 
lieavy 
expense, 
and 
theiefore 
more shop 
room sliouhl be pro­ 
vided. 
In order 
to 
do 
this 
he 
recomnierids 
that 
an 
additiona l 
story be built upon each of 
the 
factory 
buildings, 
and 
does 
not 
think tnc actual cash o u i ! would 
exceed $25,000, while at liic same 
Tiie Vvorking room would be made 
or a tdea st 250 men. 
The warden states that during his 
term many improvements ha ve been 
made to tlie hospital building 
fur 
the comfort of the 
sick, and 
the 
sewerage system has been enlarged, 
but in order 
to 
amply 
purify the 
sanitary condition of 
the 
prison 
larger sewerage will have to be con­ 
structed. 
In J une. 
1893, a contra ct 
was 
ma de with the J efferson Shoe com ­ 
pa ny for the female convict labor 
at 40c a day, which was at the time 
thoug ht a venturesome experiment, 
but the record 
shows 
that 
since 
that date the compa ny has worked 
on an average of thirtv-four of the 
fema les a day. 
One-sixth of the prisoners now in 
the prison were 
under 20 
years of 
age when committed; one-third be­ 
tween 20 and 25 yca is, making one- 
half of llie convicts umler 25 years 
of age. 
The wpiden tlieii adds: 
‘‘Believ­ 
ing that many of these boys and 
girls, especia lly under the age of 20 
years, were not hardenetl in crime 
at the time of their sentence, and 
that coming into conta ct with older 
and ha rdened criminals has a lend- 
’ Cry to corrupt ratlier than reform, 
. inink that a liberal statute should 
be ena cted allowing the trial judge 
discretion 
as 
to 
whether 
young 
crindna ls should be sent here or to 
the reforiii schools of the state. 
I 
believe that the result would be the 
sa ving of a majority of them, be­ 
sides being of inca lcula ble benefit 
to the state ami country. 
The financial report shows that 
the earnings of the prison for 1893 
and 1894 are $10,000 less than for 
the 
years 
1891 
and 
1892. 
Yet, 
with an average of 200 more c o n ­ 
victs 
than 
in the preceding two 
years, 
the cost to the 
state for 
ma intena nce has been only about 


$ 20, 000 .

He Accompanied Her to Church, Then 
Murdered Her and Commit­ 
ted Suicide.

morning escorted Miss Bettie H ay­

Rouse ha<l been [laying liis

time past, and it was generally be­ 
lieved that 
tiiey were to wed early 
in the new 
year. 
Sunday he was 
unusually attentive 10

sweet­ 
heart, 
and 
during

services 
scarce took his eyes off 
the girl’s 
face. 
When 
benediction 
was 
pro­ 
nounced the )oung couple ])roceed- 
ed down the aisle to the vestibule 
of the church, where Miss Hayden 
remained conversing with acquaint­ 
ances while her escort

after 
his horse and buggy. 
When Rouse drove up 
to

steps leading to the church Miss 
Hayden laughingly bade her young 
friends g ood-by, and was carefully 
assisted into the vehicle by Rouse, 
who jumped in by her side and 
started his horse homeward.
